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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 16-20 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claim 16 cites 
internal combustion engine; claim 20 cites a damping device. Each is beyond the 
purview of the original claims. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 16-20 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP §

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 5 are allowed. > 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to show or fairly suggest two actuator components which are aligned such that 
when driven they generate approximately the same kinetic energy in opposite 
directions, wherein these two actuators are contained in a housing by a positive and/or 
friction fit.
